“The Word of 
An Engishman” 


In a recent issue of the Wall Street 
Wournal, a very striking tribute is 
paid to the British banker, or man of 
large affairs, in the way in which he 
keeps his word. If he has an engage- 
ment down in black and white he 
may dispute as to its exact meaning, 
but when he has given his word he 
‘never tries to wriggle out of his gb- 
ligation. An American writing mm 
England refers to the way a large 
bond or stock issue would be handled. 
He says: “Here half a dozen private 
bankers meet together in a room and 
make: their agreement by word of 
mouth, each one stating the amount 
he will underwrite, One of them may 
make a pencil note, but there is no 
contract of any kind. drawn up. It 
would do the Englishman an injustice 
however, to say that his word is mere- 
ly as good as his bond. It is for such 
purposes a great deal better than any 
bond could be, because a lawyer could 
quibble about a bond, while the Eng- 
lish banker does not quibble about 
his word. Not one of the parties to 
this verbal understanding ever dreams 
of lying down on his pledge, As Lord 
Swaythling says, he would not be 
there if there was the slightest risk 
of his doing so. Americans could 
hardly credit the volume of British 
business which is done by the merest 
word of mouth without written evi- 
dence of the transaction. although we 
have the honorable example of our 
own New York stock exchange. Oth- 
er countries know this, and the Bra- 
zilians have two phrases for integrity 
These are, respectively, ‘word of an 
Englishman’ and ‘English time’, the 
latter for an engagement which must 
be kept to the minute.” This is un- 
equivocal and striking testimony to 
British dealing, and it will be corrv- 
borated probably wherever the ng: 
lishman does business. For penera- 
tions and centuries the world has 
been inbibing the impression that 
whether at home or abroad the Bri- 
ton plays fair 


and this is a reputation which is 
worth more than gold.

The settlers on the shores of, 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, toil- 
ing to clear a patch of forest and sow- 
ing their, grain among the stumps; 
Hebert and the pioneers of |New 
France, fighting Indians, enduring pri- 
vations, wresting merely a rude living 
from _their small clearings, but full 
of faith in the future, if not for them 
then for generations yet to come; the 
men who rescued Upper Canada from 
the wilderness; the Red River colon- 
ists, who, after two years, of com: 
plete destruction of their crops, sent 
a party to the Mississippi for grain 
for the next seeding and won!

True, with each generation, and 
perhaps oftener, we may have yet to 
change our type of crops to meet 
changing market requirements, but 
surely that is a trifling, task com- 
pared with that of those who had to 
estabish themselves in a new coun- 
try, create their farm, their commun- 
ity, their markets, and. their. civiliza- 
tion. eo 

During the war years, the farmer, 
like most others, became unreasonably 
optimistic. As in other industries, 
he over-capitalized, tied up too much 
money in extravagant buildings, and 
expensive’ machinery, bought tractors 
to get the crops in more quickly and 
easily, without considering whether 
the actual earning power of these 
warranted the investment. With the 
depression, which has followed, this 
over-expension has been a_ serious 
burden. and has shaken -the faithde 
some in ultimate success. 

We must get back the indomitable 
courage and untiring effort of Can- 
ada’s early days. The farmer must 
remember that in the last analysis 
he is infinitely better off than ‘the 
wage-earner of the city. True, his 
cash income may sometimes be small 
but he can, at the very worst, gain 
his living from the soil, while in the 
city the larger wage soon melts away 
in paying for things which on the 
farm involves no cash outlay. The 
farm products are necessities of life 
and must always command a market. 
The product of city industries must 
often create their market and their 
sale is subject to wide fluctuations. 
Sure of a market, then, the farmers’ 
main problem is simply the lowering 
of cost of production to-permit of a 
fair margin of profit even at present 
prices. This can be done and is be- 
ing done. . 

We may call attention to the ad- 
vertisement placed in our issue of 
July 5th by the federal department of 
agriculture. It is more than an ad- 
vertisement, it is a call to united and 
cheerful effort, a summons to the 
Canadian spirit of the ‘will to win’ 
which has burned so brightly through- 
out Canada’s history—a spirit which 
is so well shown in a message receiv- 
ed at Ottawa only a few days ago from 
one of the foremost farmers of AIl- 
berta, He says, “It started to rain 
the last part of the week, and this 
coming after the. recent heavy rains 
has put the soil in a condition that 
it has not been in at this time of the 
year since 1916; the farmers are 
consequently very jubilant and_ if 
optimism could pay debts the farmers 
of Alberta could by next fall cancel 
our national debt.”

If the producers knew the value 
of grain theré would be no necessity 
for any. more paternal legislation on 
his account. than there is for manu- 
facturerg who keep their products in 
hand until demand encourages him to 
dispose of them—at a profit, except 
in abnormal circumstances. 

Speculation is only legitimate when. 
the surplus of a commodity is being 
dealt in and. there is no actual sur- 
plus of: a seasonal commodity until 
the end of the season to which such 
commodity belongs. 

As early as. the fifteenth century 
it was recognized. as immoral and il- 
legal to interpose between the pro-

The 
producer who succeeds in’ delivering 
his grain has been in competition with 
grain which never existed. 

Under these and other conditions 
of. the trade which prevail it cannot 
be fairly held that supply and demand 
is the controlling factor. 

To arrive at a true value it is es- 
sential to include two objective and 
one subjective element, viz: net cost, 
purchasing power and demand, 

Under the present system, those 
who publish the, prices of grain have 
no thought for the cost of production, 
and if competent to consider it would 
probably be.unwilling to include it in 
their calculations, : 
These quotations contain the sub- 
stituted element of speculative worth 
for net cost, resulting in a quotation 
based low enough to eliminate as far 
as possible loss. Thus the producers 
of Canada have a value set upon their 
produce where the cost is totally ig- 
nored, and .placed artificially low, to 
provide against loss in an unstable 
market, made unstable’ by the in- 
clusion of grain non-existant, and sub- 
ject to advances and recessions from 
very numerous and varying condi- 
tions which combine to mature or de- 
stroy the commodity being dealt with. 

These conditions coupled with the 
fact that the preponderant amount of 
grain for exporting to the world mar- 
ket is produced on the North Ameri- 
can continent. The system has a 
very great influence on the prices 
quoted from Liverpool. 

The remedy has to be sought, not 
by applying modifications to locali- 
ties, but at a point where the whole 
of the grain of the world, produced 
for export from the country of its 
origin, will be influenced. |

The details of how 
grain is dealt in, is closely guarded, 
as is. also jlnfortaition, while ~th4 
general public is footing the bill for 
the collection of statistics more valu 
able to the grain trade than to any 
one else. The chronic optimism of 
the press of the west discounts the 
farmer’s chances of higher _ prices 
which might be expected when crops 
are light, ‘but this senseless lying 
about conditions published in pursuit 
of a Coue-like belief that reiteration 
of a wish will change conditions. 

I believe that if conditions are not 
changed and farming will still be car- 
ried on and be extended through the 
western provinces of Canada, but it 
will be by those content with the 
lowest standard of living—driving gn.

This, I believe, 
is a true principle at all times, but [ 
regret that there is a tendency now 
to market hogs on the light side. Ten 
to twelve per cent of each week’s re- 
ceipts of hogs are running too light 
to make good bacon. This. is prob- 
ably largely due to unevenness in the 
development of the litters and can 
be greatly reduced by careful selec- 
tion of breeding stock and skilful 
feeding.”

FOREST FIRES RAGE 


The enormous destruction’ of our 
forest resources as a direct. conse- 
quence of human recklessness: {sone 
of the most unsettling elements in the 
commercial future, of Canada, says 
Sir Edmund Walker, president of the 
Canadian’ Bank: of ‘Commerce, 


We cannot pretend .to be ‘a busi- 
ness people and at the same time 
continue the regard. apathetically the 
great holocaust. which is robbing. the 
nation of one of its most indispens- 
able resources, he continues. Without 
the forest, only a very small portion 
if our business activities in Canada 
would continue a twelve-month... The 
whole of the non-agricultural area of 
the dominion would be stripped — of 
population, except for mining com- 
munities. The railways) would be 
robbed of a main souree of freight 
traffic. Hundreds of great. wood us- 
ing industries, would cease operating, 
and the basic forest materials enter- 
ing into the conduct of farming, min- 
ing, fisheries, manufacture, — fruit 
growing, and so forth, would climb to 
such prohibitive price levels as to 
handicap fatally the Canadian produe- 
er. 


We must stop the forest fires or 
face commercial consequences that 
no Canadian cares to contemplate. If 
more rangers, better patrols, better 
equipment and educational propagan- 
da will prevent such fires, then’ our 
provincial governments, owning tie 
forest lands and drawing millions of 
dollars from royalties and dues on 
the forest resources, should not hesi- 
tate to spend, not merely a quarter 
or a sixth of their forest revenues 
on fire protection, but three quarters 
or more until by human organization 
we have driven the fire fiend into a 
corner, The forest resources are 
‘now too far reduced to permit of any 
further inroads by human. careless: 
ness. We must bear in mind always 
that the forests of today are partly 
owned by future generations. In the 
words of Ruskin: “We have-no right 
to anything we do- or neglect. to do 
to involve them in penalties or to 
deprive them of benefits which are 
theirs by right.” 


CULTIVATION OF 
SUMMERFALLOW 


‘The: object of summerfallowing is 
primarily to store moisture for the 
use of the’ crop of the following year 
and’ this point must’ be kept in mind 
in the treatment of the soil. The 
practice of plowing early in June 
arises from the necessity of keeping 
down weeds, which usually have not 
made very high growth by that time 
of the year; also such plowing leaves 
the ground in good condition to ab- 
sorb the moisture from the rains 
which are general at that period. If 
it is impossible to get plowing com- 
|pleted early enough to control the 
weeds it will be better to use the 
cultivators, to destroy the weeds he- 
fore plowing, than to plow part and 


let the rest grow unchecked until 
'the plowing can be completed. 
{ Some summer fallows have been 


handled entirely by the cultivating, 
jand not plowed at all; but more com- 
parative experimental work must be 


cultivated and destroyed, they are 
less likely to come a second’ time 
from the seen than is the case where 
the fallow is kept. continually. stirred. 

With © perennial; creeping rooted 
weeds, such ‘as couch grass, or sow 
thistle, the procedure is necessarily 
different, as. these, plants must be 
prevented from (securing a start at 
all, by bringing, to the surface and 
tearing up the ‘roots, so as to dry 
up and destroy them.:;The amount of 
cultivation. necessary. will, therefore, 
depend. wholly onthe nature of the 
weed growth, and ‘should be just suf- 
ficient to keep’ it: in ‘control. ( 

Most farmers are finding it desir: 
able to cultivate the fallow in the 
spring before seeding, both to kill 
winter annual weeds. which might 
have wintered- over, and to. bring 
moist soil to the ‘surface and help 
control drifting: in‘ that way.—Experi- 
mental Farms Note.’ '

| Opportunity and Canadian Boys 


"In the’ heart of the Laurentians 
surrounded by lakes and mountains 
that compose that far-famed sum- 
mer resort of Eastern Canada is 
the Shawbridge Boys’ Farm and 
Training School, an institution that 
fs doing a great and much needed 
work, Its several fine buildings aro 
set in surroundings that make for 
the upbuilding of physical and moral 
stamina, and upwards of two hun 
dred lads of varying ages are there 
being given a new and better chance 
to make good in this country of 
epportunity for young men, 

The farm is supported partly by 
a grant from the Quebec Provincial 
Government, and partly by public 
subscription. Its president is E. W. 
Beatty, President of the C. P. R., 
and at a recent gathering there, Mr. 
Beatty gave an address in which 
‘were said many things that migit 
portals be read by all Canadian 

oys. He said in part: 

“When I was a very young boy at 
Bchool I did not believe in study. 
I worked a little, but I played a lot, 
and I did many of the things I 
should not do, and left undone many 
of those I should. When I was 
thirteen years of age and had fin- 
ished one year’s course in a promi- 
nent school in Toronto, my parents 
received a report which, -without 
bragging, I think I may say was 
the worst report ever written about 
@ boy. I was in trouble from the 
beginning of the year, I had spent 
most of my time after hours in 
school, doing the things I should 
have done during the class period. 
When this report was received it 
"vas accompanied by a note that in 
the opinion of the principal of that 
school it would get along fairly well 
Hf I did not return, | ' 

I do not remember ever having 
felt so humiliated about anything as 
I was when I read that report... I 
felt that I had proved to the college 
and to the other pupils-my inability 
to do as well as others and take ad- 
vantage of the educational oppor- 
tunities which were offered me. I 
‘was sent to another school where 
my record was not known, for which 
I was very thankful. I there fell 
into the hands of a teacher who was 
one of the best teachers for boys 
I had ever met though he had a 
very violent temper. He encouraged 
us when he was not abusing us. If 
enyone showed inattention he was 
likely to be hit on the head with a 
Tuler, but the first words of en- 
couragement I ever received came 
from that man.¢ He told me that 
some say if I worked hard I might 
amount _to something, which was 
newn to me—I had never heard it be- 
fore. In any event he gave me en 
inspiration to study, and so I worked, 
and the more I worked the more I 
renlized how valuable it was, and 
ss the years went by my apprecia- 


ue,

tion of this fact increased until I 
am now satisfied that no one ever 
succeeded who did not work and 
that fortuitous events or accidents 
do not make for permanent success. 

None of you here will ever regret 
the time you have spent in master- 
ing things which appear hard, or 
curing yourselves of habits which 
they have inherited or which you 
have acquired, The older you grow 
the more you will realize the fact 
that men even in this young coun- 
try are fighting for a living, that 
competition is keen and men more 
numerous than good positions, 

You will be told that your object 
in life is to be a success, and that 
is true, because without ambition 
to a success no man goes very far. 
But success does not necessarily 
mean the amassing of money or the 
obtaining of high position. A man 
may be a success in the truest sense 
of the term if he has moderate 
means, is charitable and helpful to 
others, and, above all, retains his 
own self-respect, which inspires the 
respect of others, quite regardless 
whether he is the possessor of 
monty or without it. 

You will find, too, that the things 
which you admire in others are the 
things which you would like to be 
yourself. You will see men judged 
by others in accordance with three 
or four simple standards. If he 
possesses those qualities and those 
standards he will be admired and 
respected by his fellows. If he does 
not, he will fail. 

To attain success the most essen- 
tial thing is good health. A sound 
body usually means a sound mind, 
and a boy who is careful of his 
health and makes himself strong 
and vigorous has distinct advantage 
over those who are physically weak, 
While it is not impossible, it is ex- 
tremely difficult for anyone to work 
against the handicap of ill health. 
And so I say to you in all serious- 
ness, work hard, and play hard, en- 
joy games and spend your time as 
much as possible in the open. Build 
yourselves up, because you may 
have a long life, and every ounce of 
strength you store up in your youth 
adds to your vitality when you are 
older, 

If that is a physical necessity to 
a man’s success, there are certain 
moral qualities without which he 
cannot obtain permanent advance- 
ment, 

The first is honesty. No man in 
this, or any other country who is not 
honest has attained permanent suc- 
cess. He may appear to do so. He 
may amass money by means which 
are at least doubtful, but without 
honesty he cannot gain or retain the 
respect of his fellow-men, and witk-

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BRAKE SCREECHING 
CAUSED BY GLAZING 


Squeaking and screeching of the 
brakes, whem slowing down the car, 
has been, found by road tests to be 
in most cases due to oil or grease, 
dust, road tar, or metal particles pick- 
ed up by the brake lining within 
1000 miles of ordinary operation, 

These foreign substances, automo- 
tive engineers say, give the lining a 
glaze or a hard scale, that makes the 
brake application noisy, and also 
causes uneven gripping. 

To overcome this condition remove 
the rear wheels, if necessary, every 
two or three months and clean the 
lining, For the glazed spots it has 
been found by experimentation pel 
the best remedy is to roughen the 
surface with a round or half round 
file. The brake lining should never 
be oiled. Brake trouble, like most 
others, can be avoided by periodic ex- 
amination made by car owners them- 
selves whenever the car has travelled 
about 1000 miles.

One of the principal functions — of 
a good oil is to stay whole; not to 
break down; and therein lies the tre- 
mendous advantage of a straight run, 
wholly distilled oil, Cylinder stock 
is good for certain uses; it is a very 
poor lubricant for gasoline engines. 
Under the high temperature found in 
a running motor, any compounded oil 
is pretty sure to suffer. The pure 
light oil in such a compound burns 
off, leaving only the sticky, gummy 
cylinder stock. It is this gummy resi- 
due which coats your cylinder walls, 
collects dust and sooty carbon and 
bakes into the hard flinty mass which 
we call carbon deposit. This has to 
be chipped or burned off, an expen- 
sive process. 

You are going to burn some oil no 
matter what the grade you use. It is 
necessary for your oil to have the 
quality of clean burning, to leave a 
minimum residue and to resist de- 
composition under the extreme heat 
of combustion, 

With a good oil you will be sure of 
adequate lubrication at all times and 
under all reasonable engine tempera- 
tures. In cold weather there will 
be no paraffin present to stiffen your 
oil, make starting difficult, and con- 
sequent loss of lubrication. 

Pick out a good oil and stick to it. 
It may cost you a few cents more a 
month to buy a high quality oil, but 
it will save you many dollars a 
month in repairs; to say nothing of 
the increased satisfaction you will 
have from your car,

A_ side- 
walk hag been laid on the exhibition 
grounds comprising ‘crushed gravel 
and the tar sand just as it comes 
from the ground. The laying of the 
sidewalk was witnessed by city and 
provincial officials, and the experi- 
ment appeared very successful, it be- 
ing possible to travel on the walk 
fifteen minutes after it had been 
laid. It is -hoped that such. experi- 
ments as these will demonstrate the 
value of the sands in road making.

New Mineral Tax 

Owners of mineral leases of any 
kind, and those who own mineral titles 
are reminded of the fact that on! 
August Ist, the: provincial govern. | 
ment will commence the collection of 
the mineral lands tax, whichis: esti- 
mated to bring into the provincial 


coffers, at least $300,000, and sich ti 


will reap a considerable: harvest from | 
some of the large corporations of the 
province. 

' The tax, 
in legislation passed at the 
session of the legislature, imposes a 
tax of three cents an acre on all 
lands held under mineral leases pud 
on lands held under mineral titles. 
This includes leases on natural gas 
and petroleum rights. 

Prior to the year 1887, patents is- 
sued by the Dominion of Canada did 
not reserve mineral rights to 
crown, and large areas of such lands 
come under this category. The con- 
tention may be: made that there is 
no proof that minerals exist on such | 
lands. The owner in this case has 
the right to elect whether he. will 
pay the tax or not.
